THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milan qualited to 
vote in town affairs :-— 


You are hereby notified to meet at S. E. Burnell’s hall 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects : 


1. To choose a moderator to preside i in said meeting. 


2. To choose by ballot and major vote, :a town 
clerk. 


3. Tochoose by ballot and major vote, three select- 
men, one town treasurer, and all other necessary town 
officers, including fish and game warden. 


4. To raise such sums of money as"may be necessa- 
ry for the support of schools. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessa- 
ry for the maintenance of the poor, to pay interest on 
town notes, and apply on town debts, and other neces- 
sary Charges arising within the town. 

6. To see what sums of money the town will raise 
for laying out, building and repairing highways and 
bridges. 

7. To seeif the town will vote to make a discount 
on all highway taxes, paid in money on or before the 
15th day June, and how much. 


8. To seeif the town will vote to have a liquor agent 
To see what kind ofa bridge the town will vote 

to build across the Stearns brook near C. D. Flamlins’s. 
10. Tohear the report of agents, auditor, committees 


or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto.
